northeast of here.

in New England within the 24 hours 
ending last night.

were 35 deaths from influenza, includ- 
ing three naval men, and 27 from 
pneumonia.

AIR ATTACK ON U, S, 


POSITIONS REPULSED 


With the American Army in Lorraine. 
Sept. 18.—(2 p. m.)—German aviation 
machine gunners and bombers attacked 
what they supposed to be the American 
positions in the region of the west of 
Vandieres last night. The mist and 
low clouds, however, prevented the Ger- 
mans from finding their targets. The 
Germans themselves were located and 
driven back by anti-aircraft fire. 
HOLNON CAPTURED BY 
, STRONG BRITISH FORCE 


London, Sept. 18.—British forces at- 
tacked this morning, northwest of St. 
Quentin. according to an official report 
from Field Marshal Haig. received at 
the war office this forenoon. 
The village of Holnon, three miles 
northwest of St. Quentin, has been cap- 
tured by the British, the field marshal 
reported. 


A German attack last evening at 
Hoeuvres under heavy artillery protec- 
;tion resulted in the British being push- 
ed back to the western outskirts of the 
village. 
The text of the statement 
reads: 


"As a. result of our operations yester- 


day on the southern portion of the 
battlefront we gained possession of Hol- 
non village with several prisoners. 
"This morning our troops attacked 
northwest of St. Quentin. 


"Yesterday evening- the enemy attack- 
ed at Jloeuvres under cover of a heavy 
artillery barrage and pressed our troops 
back to the western outskirts of the 
Village. 


"By a successful local operation car- 
ried out during the night we advanced 
our line slightly immediately south of 
the La Bassee canal." 


With the British 
Army in France 
Sept. 18.—The attack was begun at 
5:20 o'clock after a brief bombardment. 
Coupled with the news of the success 
of the allied forces in the early stages 
of the operations 
came reports that 
heavy fighting had developed at many 
points, 
particularly 
about 
Fresnoy. 
Ronssoy and Epehy. in the British 
zone, and about Savy wod. where the 
French were attacking. 


The section along which the assault 
is being made Is a most important one. 
The British forces had worked until 
they had established themselves in the 
old supjKHt line beUveen Epehy and 
Verguier. 


_ In front of them the Germans were 
sitting on a dominating ridge in posi- 
tions which represented 
the 
British 


front line i»efore the Germans launched 
their offensive last March. 


In addition the Germans held the 
former second line of support of the 
British. The crest of this ridge domi- 
nates the Ilindenburg line which lies to 
the wist.

York, died at his country home here 
iast night. The aged prelate had been 
sinking rapidly since he suffered a re- 
apse last Saturday, following partial 
recovery from an attack-of pneumonia. 
For the last three days physicians 


attending the cardinal had been ex- 
pecting his tle:ith hourly. 


"The end came peacefully and beau- 


tifully." said Bishop Hayes.

for the dying, 


were unaware that death had come un- 
til the physician stepped back from 
the bed. 


The cardinal was stricken with hy- 
postatic pneumonia, at 
his 
summer 


home here about sxi weeks ago, and 
his condition for some time was criti- 
cal. Three years ago an acute attack 
of heart trouble left the cardinal in a 


Farley. 
weakened condition and last year he 
sucered an attack of diabetes. These 
afflictions, it was said, led to a gen- 
eral breakdown last month, when pneu- 
monia developed. 
. Cardinal Farley was born in Ire- 
land. April •>(). 1842. Ke obtained his 
education at St. John's College, Ford- 
ham, and at St. Joseph's Seminary at 
Troy. N. V. He spent four years fit 
the American College in Rome and 
was ordained there June 11, IbiU. He 
was created and proclaimed a cardinal 
November 27. 1911, after having held 
many high positions - in the Catholic 
church. His diocese in New York was 
the largest in the United States.

The Kaiser As I Knew Him 


For Fourteen Years

CHAPTER XI. 


The KalMrin. 


Although I had frequently seen the 


kalserln in the company of the kaiser, 
I did not actually meet her until she 
became my patient, In 1912, from which 


- time, on she visited me more or less 


regularly. 


Without going deeply into her his- 


tory, it may be sufficient to recall that 
when the khtaer married her. In 1881, 
she was the Princess Victoria of 
Pchleswlg-Holstcln-Sondcrburg -Augus* 
tenberg. She was a year older than 
her husband. She commanded no par- 
ticular wealth and was not as prepos- 
, sessiog then, perhaps, as she became 
when, some years later, her hair 
turned white and softened her. rather 
large features and too highly colored 
complexion. 


My first introduction to the kaiserln 


occurred one Sunday afternoon at the 
Berlin palace, where I had been in- 
structed to be at three o'clock. I was 
conducted up the stairway and, on the 
first landing f met the kaiser, who was 
waiting for me. 


"Well, Davis," he said, "I hope I 


. haven't spoiled your Sunday afternoon, 
, but I assure you It was not for myself 
I sent for you, but for my wife. She 
has been suffering for several days and 
we are going to have a state ball on 
; Tuesday and I want you to get her in 
order, so that she can attend it as it is 
one of the most Important social func- 
. tlons of the season. Follow me, and I 
will take you to my wife and Introduce 
you." 


We accordingly entered a very large 


^ sitting room. The empress, in a negli- 
gee of her favorite royal purple, en- 
tered and shook bands with me cor- 
dftliy. She looked very worn, and it 
was plain that she bad been suffering 
considerable pain and loss of sleep. 
She had a handsome figure and was 
stately in her carriage, but her crown- 
ing glory was a profusion of white 
hair. She was then fifty-four years old, 
but her hair had turned white many 
years before. 


It was said, indeed, that the change 


had been brought about rather sudden- 
ly as a result of certain drugs she had 
taken in an effort to avert a tendency 
to avoirdupois which had developed. 


I know the kaiser loathed.fat wom- 


en. On more than, one occasion he 
had* said -to me as he bade me fare- 
well: "Well, Davis, you have kept me 
here talking so long yon have almost 
spoiled my morning walk, but I'll take 
a walk through the Tiergarten Just the 
same,** and then, be would add disgust- 
edly, "where I presume I will have to 
• greet all the fat Jewesses in the 
park!" 


But .to return to tbe kaiserln: The 


kaiserin's physician joined us, and 
there were several maids—very supe- 
rior-young women—in attendance upon 
their royal mistress. 


After I.had examined the empress 


and bod given my advice, the physi- 
cian explained to me in a low voice 
that it was necessary to be cautions 
and not do much, as he was afraid of 
her physical condition. 


"Anything you do for her majesty,' 


he explained, "would require giving an 
anaesthetic. She is not in condition to 
stand pain without The only anaes- 
thetic her majesty will take is chloro- 
form. I've administered it to her eleven 
tunes and I know just what it means. 
I'm afraid of her heart at this time. 
Indeed, just as soon as I can get her 
into condition I want her to go to 
Nauhelm for the cure." 


His alarming words caused quite a 


flurry among the maids and they 
crowded around the empress and 
begged her to have nothing done that 
day but to endure her suffering a little 
longer In the hope that relief would 
come without the necessity of an oper- 
ation at that time. Their pleadings 
prevailed upon the patient to postpone 
the treatment 


This made the kaiser very angry and 


he walked up and down the room im- 
patiently. 
. 


"Here." he said. Tve got Doctor 


Davis to come in on a Sunday after, 
noon, and yon want to be In shape for 
the ball on Tuesday, and now yon 
wont have anything done! That's the 
way with the women!" 


Then he turned to me and said: 


"Well. Davis, I'm sorry to have spoiled 
your day." And he dashed out of the 
room, apparently much provoked; I 
felt I had almost witnessed a family 
quarrel, but tbe Incident Indicated to 
me that whatever hopes tbe kaiser 


by tho McCluro Nows)»ai>e)- Syndicate) 
me tnut sue possessed a most dicta- 
torial manner, which was quite In con- 
trast with that of the kaiser, at least 
when he was In my office. 


She objected strenuously to remov- 


ing her hat—and she usuuHy wore a 
large one with a veil—but finally yield- 
ed when I explained that I could not 
accomplish my work satisfactorily un- 
less she did. When I placed cotton- 
rolls in her mouth, she insisted that as 
.she did not like the sensation of the 
cotton against her lips or tongue,' I 
would have to encase the cotton in 
rubber.

I told her politely but firmly that my, 


work would be done in my own way, 
'and 'she. finally acquiesced, adding: 
"Well, if you moke such a point of It 
eH by the "three K's," Kinder, Kirche 
and 
Kuche—-children, church 
and 


kitchen—and there Is no question about 
it that she seldom spoke on other sub- 
jects when talking with me. 


The kalserin came to me after the 


war with America started, but appar- 
ently she had felt some hesitation 
about doing so, because the kaiser told 
me shortly before her visit that she. 
intended coming, but pointed out that 
she had decided to do so only upon bis 
recommendation. 


In June, 1917, I received a letter 


from the kaiserin's physician inclos- 
ing one which he'said had been writ- 
ten by the kalserin, but which was 
both unsigned and unaddressed. 
It 


requested me to visit the royal palace 
at Hombucg v. d. Hohe, which, In con- 
junction with the adjoining town of 
Kreuznach, was. then the location of 
the great army headquarters. 


During the time I was there I could 


not help observing how extremely, tim- 
id the servants seeired to be of the 
.kalserin. One expected to find the; 
utmost servility among the kaiser's 
underlings, but I confess it came rath- 
er as a shock to me to see the maids 
walking so timidly and talking so fear- 
fully when in the presence of their 
white-haired royal mistress. I noted 
particularly how very gently they 
knocked at the door before entering 
and how, after knocking, they immedi- 
ately placed their heads against the 
panel that they might catch the 
kaiserin's low command to enter the 
first tune, and eo make it unneces- 
sary for her to repeat it. Their de- 
meanor was, particularly noticeable be- 
cause the kaiserin never seemed- to 
display the slightest impatience or ill- 
temper when dealing with, her serv- 
ants. Indeed, she seemed to me to act 
no differently from the humblest baus- 
frau In the country.

From that time on tbe kaiserln came 


might entertain of one day dominat- 
ing the world, he had not yet acquired 
undisputed dominion to his own house- 
bold! 


I did not see the kalserin again for 


nearly a year, when she came to my 
office with a lady-ln-waltlng. 


She arrived to her own car. Its ap- 


proach was heralded by the Imperial 
TadHJada" without the concluding 
Ta-Ta," which latter was reserved 
exclusively for the kaiser, and not 
even the kaiserin was allowed to use It 
The kaiser's Tadl-Tada-Ta-Ta" was 
'the subject of much sarcasm among 
the proletariat who satirically put it 
to the words: "Gelerle-Salat-Ta-Ta." 
an allusion to the luxuries of the royal 
table whicb contrasted most unfavor- 
ably with the simple meals to which 
they were accustomed; while the so- 
cialists showed their sentiments very 
plainly by Improvising the words: 
"Von Unscrn Geld-Ta-Ta," meaning, 
"From our money-ta-ta," referring to 
the royal Immunity from taxation 
which waa one of their bitterest pills.

turn to Berlin, the kalserin bade me 
adieu, but uttered not a word of thanks 
for my having given up my practice 
for three days to -work exclusively for 
her.

CHAPTER XII. r$S|" 


The Crown.Prince—and Others. 
I first saw the crown prince profes- 


sionally in the spring of 1906, a few 
months before his marriage. He was 
then twenty-three years old. He was 
in the uniform of a German army offi- 
cer bat looked more like a corns stu- 
dent except for the fact that his face 
was not marked with a scar from duel- 
ling, as Is usually the case with most 
members of the German fraternities. 
He had a habit of placing his hands 
on his hips and his coats were always 
flared In at the waist which, with the 
sporty angle at which he wore his cap.

The empress never spoke on politi- 


cal subjects. She was not particularly 
brilliant and evidenced some reluc- 
tance to air her views on international 
affairs, as though she were not quite 
sure of herself. Certainly, she was not 
nearly as talkative as the kaiser. 
When she did unburden herself, it was 
usually In connection -with domestic 
subjects. It was said in Germany thut 
her only Interest in life was represent* 
Count von Enlenbnrg, had been to see 
me the previous day. 


"I'm not surprised he has to go to 


the dentist; he eats too much!" the 
crown prince declared. "He can't ex- 
pect to have good teeth; he's always 
eating. As for myself, I eat very, little. 
I want to remafe thin. I bate fat peo- 
ple." 


The crown prince and I did not get 


blong very well at that time. Apart 
from the fact he was such a physical 
coward that it was almost Impossible 
to work on him satisfactorily, he 
8eemed4o have no Idea of the meaning 
ot an appointment 


He would agree to be at my office 


at 9:30 fund I would plan my day ac- 
cordingly. At about ten he was apt 
to call me up to jay he would be on 
hand at eleven, and he would actually 
arrive about twelve. This happened 
several times, and r void, him that I 
couldn't have my work broken up in 
that way. 


Although I did not see the crown 


prince again professionally until 1915, 
the crown princess came to me in 
1913, and from that time on paid me 
more or less regular visits. She was 
a woman of great charm and intelli- 
gence, and although she was more 
Russian than German to her ideas, and 
for some time after her marriage was 
rather generally criticized on that ac- 
count she soon became extremely 
popular and today, is very much ad- 
mired by the German people. 


She was one of the most democratic 


and Informal of my royal patients. I 
remember one day when I was work- 
ing on Princess Hatzfeld, we heard a 
loud "Hoo-hoo" from the anteroom. 
The. crown princess had heard that 
the Princess; Hatzfeld, who was a 
great chum of hers, was in my office 
and had followed her .into my place 
unannounced. 


The Princess Hatzfeld, I may men- 


tion, was an extremely intelligent and 
beautiful young woman, and because 
of her intimacy with the crown prin- 
cess, I took a keen Interest in the 
views she expressed from time to .time. 
Her mother was an American. 


When she called on me oh one occa- 


sion after the war bad started, I re- 
peated to her the gist of a conversa- 
tion I bad had a few days before with 
her, father, Excellenz von Stunun. He 
Informed me that he had been trying 
to convince all Germans of influence 
that it would be a serious mistake to 
annex .Belgium.. 


"From morning to night I have been 


trying to teach our people some sense,'' 
be had declared. "With the history of 
Poland and Alsace-Lorraine to mind, 
why should we take more responsibil- 
ities on our shoulders by retaining 
Belgium} The Lord only knows we 
have our hands full as it is. I don't 
see and I never have seen how Ger- 
many can possibly win this warl* 


"Your father seemed to be very pes- 


simistic regarding the outlook," I told 
toe. 
'

The sad thing about it" «he re- 


plied, •fr that lather Is always right! 
I never knew him to make a mistake 
Injndgnwnt- 


When the crown prince called to see 


me again I was surprised to find a 
considerable change to bis general ap- 
pearance. Although, of course, he was 
ten years older, he,had aged more 
than I would have expected. There 
were Hues on his face which made, him

He came Into my office, I remember, 


with a copy of Life In his pocket He 
took It oat and opened it and showed 
me • cartoon of himself which appar- 
ently caused him considerable amuse- 
ment and which, he said, he Intended 
shoving his family. 


There were two beautiful rings on 


his left hand and be wore a wrist- 
watch, although at that time wrist* 
watches were used almost exclusively 
by women. He seemed to be bright 
and quick, but by no means brilliant 


Perhaps the quality exhibited by him 


that Impressed me most on that first 
occasion was his excessive nervousness. 
He trembled all over. It was plain to 
see he was dreadfully afraid of pain, 
and he evidently realized that I had 
noticed his condition. 


"I suppose the crown prince and Uie 


future ruler of Germany ought to 
be brave at all times." he remarked, 
"but I just hate to bare to go to a 
dentist!" 


He asked me if I had seen any mem- 


ber of the court lately, and I told bin 
that the kaiser's erart 


look older than bis thirty-three yean. 


In the outer world he was generally 


believed to be one of the leading spir- 
its of the military party In Germany, 
but among bis own people he was not 
credited with sufficient ability or in- 
fluence to be much of a factor. In- 
deed, within the past year he had been 
criticized rather severely in army cir- 
cles for his indifference to the crisis 
in which his country was involved and 
for not taking the war seriously 
enough, and from all I was able to 
observe of him during the visits he 
paid me after the resumption of our 
relations, these criticisms were well 
founded. The newspapers, however* 
which were naturally inspired, always 
brought his name to the front when- 
ever the army he was accredited to 
made any successful showing Just M 
they did In the case of the kaiser. 


During his various visits to me I 


tried to draw him oat a little on dif- 
ferent aspects of the international sit- 
uation, but the ideas he expressed 
were cot of much moment 


"The allies think we will run abort 


of man-power," he said on one occa- 
sion, "but we've got 2.000,000 youths 
growing up and well soon be able to 
put them in the war. There's no dan- 
ger of our running short of men, but, 
rcalJy, I wish it were all over. This 
war is a lot of damned nonsense, you 
knowT He talked as if the two mil- 
lion frowing-up youths of Germany 
were created for the Uohenzolleros to 
use as they pleased. 


Another remark he made which In- 


dicated how sadly he misconstrued the 
epoch-making significance of tbe great 
war In which the whole world was 
involved was g«it« characteristic. , 


a Una time with the women; 


«h, whatr Do you see many good 
looking girls In Berlin nowl" 


In thl» connection I may mention 


that many of the more sober officers 
told me that they were disgusted with 
the manner in which the crown prince 
was acting at his headquarters. "It is 
really « diHgrace," they complained, 
"for the crown prince to have so many 
questionable women visiting him. It 
certainly doesn't set much of an ex* 
ample for the rest of the staff." 


The whole situation appeared to tbe 


crown prince very much In the light 
of a Joke... 


"I've Just come from the western 


front," he told me. "My men are np 
to their knees In water and mud. 
We've been having lots of fan pump* 
fog the water out of our trendies into 
the French trenches." 


"Well, I suppose the French pomp 


It right back again, dontrthey?" 


"You're quite right quite right 


That's exactly what they do. Really, 
It's a great lark." 


Remarks of this kind rather sickened 


me of this self-satisfied young man. 
I realized, of course, that his part In 
the war was played at such a safe 
distance from the front lines that he 
was probably not familiar with all the 
horrors of trench warfare, and yet it 
could not be possible that he was un- 
aware of the terrific loss of life and 
tbe untold agony and suffering which 
millions of his people had to endure 
while tile "nonsensical" war contin- 
ued. \ -

After 
diplomatic relations were 


broken off-between America and Ger- 
many, the crown prince and his fam- 
ily ceased^ coming to me. They were 
afraid, no doubt, of public criticism, 
although the kaiser was not 


Of the kaiser's other children, 


Prince William EiteT Frederick and 
Prince Oscar were the only ones I 
never met 


Prince Adelbert, the kaiser's third 


son, was a very handsome and charm- 
ing man. He always came to me at- 
tired in a naval officer's uniform. I 
saw him but a few tunes, as he was 
seldom in Berlin, and he never talked 
on matters of general importance. 1 
never saw him after America entered 
the war. 


Prince August Wilhelm, the fourth 


son, was perhaps tbe most democratic 
of them all. He sometimes, came to 
see me in an ordinary taxicab and be 
was the only one of the kaiser's sons 
whom I ever saw in civilian dress. He 
was the first member of the royal fam- 
ily to come to me after the murder 
of the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, and 
he was in mourning when he called. 
He looked very sad and dejected and 
gave me the first intimation that the 
tragedy, of Sarajevo would almost in- 
evitably lead to a-general war. 


In January/1918,. In speaking of the 


part that America would take in the 
war, he mentioned that his officers bad 
told him that 60,000 Americans were, 
on the western front "We don't be- 
lieve it, however," he added. "How 
could they get there without our know- 
ing it? Our U-boats would .certainly 
have found it out No, Davis, it's not 
true.* 


Prince Joachim, the kaiser's young- 


est son, and one of the, hist of the 
royal family to visit me, reminded me 
very much of his eldest brother, the 
crown prince. He was toll and slender 
and would have been good-looking but 
for a retreating chin which was very 
pronounced. He had as little respect 
for public opinion as the crown prince, 
and while the U-boat Deutschland was 
on its, way to America principally to 
bring back a cargo of rubber, the sup- 
ply of which was exhausted In Ger- 
many, this sixth son of tbe kaiser was 
driving around the country in a big 
car and using up enormous rubber 
tires, while rubber was worth its 
weight to gold and many cars for the 
army were supplied with plain Iron 
wheels. 


This prince was the only member of 


the royal family to get near enough 
to the firing line to get shot The In- 
jury, which he received while at the 
western front was only a slight flesh 
wound of the thigh, but It was enough 
to start him limping through history. 
It was such a superficial wound that 
it couldn't have caused him one-half 
as much pain as it gave the whole 
royal family pleasure. 


The fact that one of the kaiser's 


own sons had actually been wounded 
and shed his royal blood in active ser- 
vice was something that the Inspired 
press will never stop crowing over, 
but by just what accident the prince 
happened to come within range of the 
bullet has never been disclosed. Nev- 
ertheless he received the Iron Cross of 
the first class, or. as some one who 
realized the significance of the Inci- 
dent remarked, "A first-class Iron cross 
for a second-class wound." 


As he limped Into my office, the 


young prince—he Is now only twenty- 
eight—remarked: "See what one of 
your damned American ballets did to 
me!"

Jor part of the time at the great .army 
headquarters and was In constant con- 
saltation with his military leaders. 


1 had several opportunities to see 


the kaiser while he was at the various 
great army headquarter*. 


In the spring of ,1016 I received a 


long-distance telephone message from 
the great army headquarters, which 
wag then to the palace of the Prince 
von Pless at Pless, to the effect that 
the kaiser wanted me to go there. 


During the course of my work one 


of bis private, secretaries can* In re- 
peatedly with telegrams and messages 
for the kaiser, and. he would usually 
excuse himself and read them. Some- 
time* ho would be suir/monert outside 
to consult with Important persons who 
were there to see him, but he was 
never gone more than ten minutes at a 
time. 


I did not think he looked exception- 


ally well. He seemed to be very tired 
and he had very little to say—in Itself 
an, indication that lie was net exactly 
normal. 


When my work for the morning was 


over and bis valet, who bad assisted 
me, had been excused, the kaiser 
gazed at me for a moment or two, and 
then, apropos of nothing, burst out 
with the rather remarkable announce- 
ment: "The man who brought this 
catastrophe on the world, Davis, 
should be strung up by the neck, and 
•that man Is not I, as the world seems 
to think! The czar of Russia and ihe 
king of England, when they were at 
the wedding of my daughter—guest!* 
at my own house, mind yon, and my 
blood relatives—hatched this plot 
against me. They were envious of 
my power, but they; njll now learn 
what that poweRls.1*;; 


In tbe same breath almost he made 


the inconsistent remark: "England 
Hill never be able to raise an efficient 
army; it took Germany one hundred 
years to accomplish what she has 
done!" 


Some tbae after this, one of the big- 


gest merchants in Berlin told me that 
he had heard on the stock exchange 
that tbe kaiser had made the remark 
that the king and czar had hatched 
the plot against him, and as I had 
repeated the kaiser's statement to no 
one, I realized, that he must have told 
the same thing.to others. If this ver- 
sion of the starting. o{ the war was put 
Into circulation with the idea of ab- 
solving the kaiser. It certainly didn't 
carry conviction even among the Ger- 
mans themselves. The merchant who 
spoke to me about it, at any rate, made 
fun of the idea, and I never heard the 
point seriously raised'by anyone else 
of influence. 


Before I left the kaiser that morn- 


lug be spoke of the Anglo-French'loan 
which had been floated in America 
and condemned us severely for coun- 
tenancing it. When I told him that 
Germany bad also floated a loan in 
America, he replied: "But ours was 
only $10,000,000, while theirs is $500.- 
000,000!" to which I naturally rejoined 
that the size of the loan could cer- 
tainly not affect the. question of our 
neutrality In floating it 


He criticized our bankers who han- 


dled the loan, and when I asked him if 
he had ever seen the number of Ger- 
man names that appeared on the list 
of bankers who were interested in it, 
be said he hadn't read the list but he 
was quite sure there was one bank in 
New York which wouldn't touch- It 
"That bank wouldn't touch anything 
that would be detrimental to Ger- 
many!" he added. 


Several months later I was called 


to Pless again and was shown to the 
same room I bad visited on the former 
occasion. When the kaiser entered he 
stood erect, with bis hands to his side, 


went without molestation and seldom 
had to show my pass, which one of the j 
kaiser's adjutants had given me and 
which permitted me to enter and leave 
army headquarters for the whole year 
1017. 


When I was driven through the 


streets of Homburg, both coming from 
loud going to the railroad station, In the 
kaiser's motorcar, and the second-man, 
or bugler, on the front seat, blew the 
horn, people came running out of 
stores and from afar to get .a view of 
the Important personage who occupied 
thfe kaiser's own car! Many of them 
saluted me or raised their ha<f>. and I 
thought how angry they would have 
been had they known they were put* 
ing themselves to so much trouble to 
salute ah alien enemy! 


The ridiculousness of the whole 


thing impressed me very much. For 
the moment I was part of the play 
whieh was ever being made to im- 
press,and awe those whom the kaiser 
was pleased to refer to as "my peo- 
ple," but whose approbation means 
everything, even to a monarch who 
rales "by divine right'* 


CHAPTER XIV. 


The KalMr and Things American. 
Among-the Germans generally there 


is a surprising degree of ignorance re- 
garding conditions in America. The 
untraveled German has but the vaguest 
ideas concerning our people and our 
Institutions. I have had patients of 
Intelligence and education ask me how 
we are abe to cope with the Indians. 
In view of the extent of German emi- 
gration to America and the vast vol- 
ume of commercial transactions be- 
tween the two countries, it Is almost 
unbelievable that such erroneous no- 
tions should prevail to these enlight- 
ened days, but they do. 


This fact partially serves to explain 


how easy it was for the kaiser and his 
Inspired press to pull the wool over 
the people's eyes regarding the unim- 
portance of America's .entry Into the 
war. It doesn't 'explain at.all, bow- 
ever, how completely the kaiser him- 
self underestimated us and our power, 
for I doubt whether there Is any for- 
eigner living, who has never visited 
America who knows more about our 
country than the German emperor. In- 
deed, he was more familiar with many 
of. our problems than many of our 
countrymen, tnd he frequently reveal- 
ed to me in the course of our conver- 
sations how thoroughly .posted he was 
on American conditions. 


Long before the subject of forest 


conservation was .token up seriously in 
this, country, toe kaiser pointed out to 
me what a great mistake we were 
making to not devoting more atten- 
tion,to it 


"Con yon tell me, Davis, why yon 


have so many forest fires in your coun- 
try?" be asked, after a particularly 
destructive conflagration to the West 
had destroyed many acres of timber. 
*How does it happen?" 


I explained to him that most of the 


forest fires came from sparks from 
locomotives. Careless lumbermen al- 
lowed the branches which they lopped 
off the trees to remain on the ground 
and when they were ignited by sparks 
the fire sometimes spread to the uncut 
timber.

In June of 1917, after tbe great army 


headquarters had been removed to 
Homburg v. d. Hohe, and Krensnach 
(two neighboring villages) I was called 
there to see the kaiserin, and three 
weeks later I went there again to aee 
the kaiser. I noticed at tbe station the 
kaiser's private train composed of five 
dark green cars upon each of which 
was plainly marked the Imperial coat 
of arms. The cars had special folding 
steps. 


Two rooms were assigned to me on 


one of the tipper floors of the palace 
and m? meals consisted of the same 
kind of food as I had always had be- 
fore the war, although the hunger epi- 
demic was raging throughout the coun- 
try. It was almost worth the trip for 
the sake of the meals alone. 


After I had treated the kaiser In the 


morning I went to my rooms, as I knew 
It would be three o'clock before he 
would be ready for me again. He never 
allowed anything to Interfere with his 
after-dinner nap. 


After the kaiser had had his sleep. I 


was summoned to bis dressing room. 
He entered the room attired In a red 
flannel undershirt. It was the first 
time I had ever seen bun In such a 
state of pleblan negligee, and I receiv- 
ed more or less of a shock. I had been 
so accustomed to seeing him In uni- 
form, both In pictures and to person, 
that it had never occurred to me that 
underneath that symbol of pomp the 
kaixer probably drrstied the same as 
we lesser mortals. I noticed Incident- 
ally that when he put on Ms military 
rout he put It on right over his under- 
shirt 


Homburf was much nearer the fir- 


ing line than Mess, although, of course, 
at a very safe distance.

The kaiser was a harsh critic of our 


election system. The idea of a four- 
year term for the president was nat- 
urally repugnant to one who held such 
exalted notions as to the righto of 
rulers. It would be too much to ex- 
pect the Hohencollern mind to approve 
of a constitution which provided for 
the ruler's return to private life after 
a period of four years at the head of 
the government 


He declared that with a constant 


change of administration it was quite 
out of the question for this country 
to follow any definite policy. It was j 
bad enough even so far as Internal j 
affairs were concerned, be said, but 
such a system made It Impossible he 
thought for America ever to take a 
prominent place to International poli- 
tics. 


"Ton can't expect the nations of the 


worra to deal with America as they 
deal among themselves when tbe next 
change of administration may mean 
the adoption of an entirely new foreign 
policy," he declared. There can be 
nothing stable about the foreign policy 
of a nation whose leaders change every 
four years." 


American party politics were a con- 


stant source of embarrassment to the 
kaiser, lie always seemed undecided 
as to Just how he should receive an 
American of prominence. If he hap- 
pened to be of the same political faith 
as the administration, the kaiser was 
afraid to do him too much honor for 
fear of offending the opposing party, 
who might win the next election; and 
If he were not of the same party as 
the administration, tbe kaiser fenred 
to honor him lest more immediate re- 
sentment be stirred np in America. 
Thus he refused to receive Bryan on 
two different occasions when a Repub- 
lican administration was In power.

.herefore remains to determine what is 
the best basis for a new measure that 
will meet the test of constituionality. 
In the meantime large numbers of 


children are entering industry wher- 
ever the setate laws permit.

the federal law went into effect in 1917. 
are now going back to work and have 
jeen put on the old eleven-hour day 
schedule. Reports come from all over

It is evi- 
lent that something must immediately 
>e done if we wish to conserve 
our 


child-power, which is the man-power of 
ornorrow. 
To meet this emergency Representa- 
the Edward Keating of Colorado has 
introduced in the House a new child 
abor bill by which Congress under the 
war power may directly prohibit the 
employment of children under fourteen 
•vcars of age in mills, factories, canner- 
ies and manufacturing establishments, 
of children under sixteen in mines and 
quarries, and of children between four- 
teen and sixteen in factories for more 
that eigh hours a day or at night. 
The bill is a war measure, "for the pur- 
pose of conserving the 
man-power of 


:he nation and thereby more effectu- 
ally providing for the national security 
m'd defense." 
It will be effective for 


the duration of the war and "six months 
thereafter, and will give time for the 
careful consideration of a permanent 
measure. It has the approval of Presi- 
dent Wilson, and is being actively sup- 
ported by the National 
Child Labor 
Committee and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor.

DOZEN MEN FORMED FIRST Y. M. C. A. 


IN ENGLAND IN 1844; WORK GROWS 


(Acting Secretary C. F. Lender of 
the Y. M. C. A. has prepared a series 
of six articles dealing: with the origin, 
history and aims of the association 
which will appear in The 
Advocate 


from time to time until the series is 
completed. 
The articles are in con- 
densed form and contain data from 
authoritath e sources.) 
The Beginning. 
Societies of the nature of the Y. M. 


C. A. are on record as far back as 1668 
in New England. 
The name. Young 
Hens Christian Association, was first 
adopted by a group of twelve young 
men in Londan, in 1944. Like all great 
movements, a man. inspired by a loie 
for his fellows, was the starting point. 
This movement sprang from the mind 
and heart of George "Williams, a drap- 
ery clerk. He was a country boy from 
Devonshire, 
possessed 
of 
business 


ability which gave him. later, first rank 
as a London merchant. He was early 
known for an earnest, active Christian, 
ever ready in a tactful and successful 
way to lead his friends and fellow 
clerks to the source of his own mo- 
tives and happiness- The first Y met 
in his room, at his invitation, for pray- 
er and Bible study, thus laying the 
foundation of this world-wide organiza- 
tion in Christian pursuits. It was in 
his mind to develop this club into an 
institution 
for 
the 
public 
welfare. 
How far his dream has come true, 
most readers know. The base of the 
idea, however, was a. work of service 
by and for young men. to be carried 
out individually and socially, improv- 
ing- their environment, and above all, 
changing character and life through 
allegiance to the Son of Man. From 
the Old World came this idea, and in 
the soil of Freedom in North America, 
it flourished into an organization which 
has in its turn reflected back the light 
to Europe. Asia, and in fact the whole 
world. To be a member of this early 
Y. M. C. A., a young man had to 
either be, "a member of a Christian 
Church." or to give, "evidence of his 
being a converted character." The 
object, "the improvement of the spir- 
itual condition of young men." was. in 
the first year, changed to. " the "im- 
provement Of the spiritual and mental 
condition of" young men." and to fur- 
ther this object, in addition to meet- 
ings for religious purposes, 
popular 
lectures were arranged antf carried on 
for years. T_hus early did the idea take 


shape, that a man's life is not lived in 
separate compartments, but is an en- 
titv, the cultivation or neglect of any 
one side of life affecting all the rest. 
Later, attractive rooms were secured, 
"to present some counter attraction to 
places of social and convivial resort." 
While professing and practicing char- 
ity toward all men everywhere, the 
Y" can never strike hands with a busi- 
ness which leads men into crooked 
paths, no matter what gifts are prof- 
fered 
Outside of Britain and America, the 
idea spread and took root, in various 
forms. 
Similar societies in Germany 
and Scandinavia, which cxiste-1 prior to 
the London Association, became offili- 
ated with the Y. M. C. A.. In Germany 
"Junglings Vereine" were connected 
with the State Church^ and were for 
artisans, operated 
under a pastor. 
These took the form or Christian Hos- 
tels with a house-father in charge: 
they were places of religious instruc- 
tion and social affairs.' Mr. Williams, 
while in Paris on business, was instru- 
mental in organizing the Paris Associ- 
ation, in 1850; he was a large supporter 
of this Y to the close of his life. 
In 1852, the young men of Geneva. 
Switzerland organized, and became a 
radiating center for the idea. 1851 
marks the beginning in Amsterdam. 
Holland. The first 
Associations of 
North America were Montreal and Bos 
ton, begun in the winter of 1831. Thir- 
ty-two young men, representing twen- 
ty congregations of Boston, met to con- 
sider the formation of an Association 
similar to London's. 
The constitution 
they evolved was the one followed by 
the majority of North American As- 
sociations. The organizations was ef- 
fected in the "Old South Church." The 
historic "test" defined by that consti- 
tution provides that, "Any young man 
who is a member in regular standing 
of an evangelical Church, may become 
an active member of this Association . 
. . . Active members only have the 
the right to vote and to be^eligible to 
office. Any young man or good moral 
character may become a member of 
this Association . . . and shall be en- 
titled to all the privileges of the Asso- 
ciation, elegibility to office and the 
right to vote excepted." This latter 
provision opened the door to a class 
of young men for which the Associa- 
tion was early adjusted and for which 
it largely existed.

"Will make it necessary to turn most of. 
the surplus grapes into some other 
channel. "The patriotic grower will 
look into .the possibilities of home- j 
made grape juice, which is made with- 
out sugar, .and which is so wholesome 
used as a beverage or in desserts of. 
one kind and another.

Only clean, sound, well ripened, but 
not. overripe, grapes should be used. 
These may - be crushed and pressed 
either by hand or in an ordinary cider 
mill. 
If a light-colored juice is de- 
sired, the crushed grapes are put in a j 
clean, well-washed cloth sack and | 
either hung up or twistes or grasped 
by two persons, one at either end, and 
twisted until the greater part of the 
juice is expressed. Then, in a double 
boiler or its equivalent, such as a large 
stone jar placed in a pan -of hot water,.

The 
suc'-e«>sful conduct of a campaign re- 
quires, first, exceptional mental pow- 
ers; nest, m/ral qualities of a high 
order; and hi«t. a physique to with- 
stand the drain of unremitting mental 
and nenous tension. The gladiatorial 
cournce which prompted the little 
Roman legionary to close In upon the 
burlj Teuton with the sword, or the 
piize-fighting pluck which carried the 
guards through the day at \Vaterloo, 
are not as essential to the captain as 
the moral force which on the broad 
strategic field helps him to push his 
own scheme home despite the threat- 
ening maneuvers of his opponent, 
which on the narrower field of battle 
enables him to risk the lives of thou- 
sands of his men upon the result of a 
calculation, or to watch with equipoise 
the compromising movements of his 
ad\ersary, or to hold back his battal- 
ions for the supreme moment, are not 
as essential 
as that 
self-reliance 


which prompts him to great under- 
takings and sustains him through their 
performance. 


FIRE ENGINES OF ALL SORTS 


First Were Primitive Indeed Com. 


pared With the Splendid Ones 


in Use Today. 


The first fire engine seen In America 


wai received nt Boston in 1679. 
It 


was made in England, and wa<! of the 
type eillpd "hand squirts" 
The in- 


strument required the labor of three 
men. 
one on each <5ide to hold the ma- 


chine steady and td direct the nozzle, 
M hile the third man worked the plung- 
er. 


This contrivance was not ranch of 


an impnn ement over the "siphons 
u«ed in conflagration"," described by 
Hero of Alexandria in his work on 
pnennmtlcs, written about 1-TO B. C. 
At the close of the seventeenth cen- 
tury a slight advance was made In 
Newham's improved engine patented 
in England, which consisted of a 
•strong cistern of oak, mounted on 
wheels, and a suction pipe of leather. 


Steam fire engines find their begin- 


ning in^England In 1830, when Braith- 


ite built an engine of six horwpow- 


er. weighing 5,<XM) pounds. Though its 
performances were highly spoken of, 
this attempt to apply steam to fire en- 
gines cannot be said to have been 
successful, owing to its great weight 
A. B. Latta of Cincinnati built an en- 
gine that tt as a vast improvement over 


predece««ors. nnd it wa1* in the 


Ohio c!tv. in 1863. that the steam fire 
engine first definitely supplanted the 
old style of fire-fighting apparatus. 


Statues of Great Men.

popular heroes in parks and squares 


" prevailed for a long time, and Is 


apparently not lo«lng any of the popu- 
lar favor, says the Ave Maria. 
It 


wo'jld not be so prevalent, however. If 
Ro«stni's plan were carried out. 


The great Italian 
composer was 


waited on one day by a delegation who 
Informed him that a statup of h!m«e!f 
was to be erected In \\hite marble, 
and that it would adorn the public 
square of his natal <Mty. The artist 
inquired how much the statue would 
cost. 


"Twelve thousand francs," was the 


reply. 


"Well," said Rossini, "give me that 


sum, and on state occasions 1*11 go and 
stand on the pedestal myself, so that 
Instead of a mere copy you'll have the 
original." 


Commercial Morals Lew In Japan. 
China, for long centuries a highly 


developed nation, has an elaborate 
code of commercial ethics. Japan, on 
the other hand, which is a nation com* 
paratlvely new to civilization, is not 
so scrupulous, says a writer In Sys- 
tem. He continues: 


"In Japan they .say a contract In 


never a settled thing, whereas In 
China It is absolutely binding. The 
Japanese admit they have no tradi- 
tions In trade, and the average Jap- 
anese merchant Is firmly convinced 
that If he orders goods today, and the 
market declines before they arrive, he 
does perfectly right to refuse them. 
Banks In Japan recognize this trait 
in Japanese character. There Is no 
such thing as lending money to a man 
oa hia personal note."

of the World. 


Maize was the chief nborlglnnl food 


of America and is still a favorite ar- 
ticle of diet lu Central America. 
"Samp" was adopted by the early col- 
onists of New England from the In* 
dlnns; It constated, according to Roger 
Williams, of "Indian corn beaten and 
broiled nnd eaten hut or cold with milk 
or butler." "Hominy" was the namo 
given to maize after it had been boiled 
with alkali, causing the skin of the 
grain to peel away and leave the «oft 
Inner portion. 


"Succotash" originally meant an ear 


of maize, but was afterwards used to 
describe a mixture of corn and beans. 
"Hoe cake" wai taken over from* the 
southern Indians. The Pueblo. Indians 
ate gruel baked, on stone stoves, cull- 
Ing it "paper bread." "Hulled corn or 
hominy, ground Into a paste," says H. 
J. Spinden in his account of the Mexi- 
can dietary, "furnishes dough for the 
tortillas or unleavened cakes that take 
the place of bread m Mexico. Although 
the ordinary tortilla is rather soggy. 
It is delicious when made thin. For a 
breakfast dish nothing can surpass the 
enchilada, which is a torilla rolled up 
cigar fashion with a little meat, cheese 
or chili pepper as a surprise in the 
center. This Is toasted before the fire 
until it is crisp and crackling. Pinole 
is, properly speaking, a parched meal 
made from maize and other seeds. The 
word is applied to a -variety of dishes 
sucli as stews of maize, meat and chill 
peppers."

Quinine as a medicine has long 


been known in China, 
Belief in the 


sanctity of the human body in rela- 
tion to future life has up to the last 
few years prevented the use and devel- 
opment of surgery."

Sofia admits that the allies have been 
successful at some points and says that 
the Bulgarian troops have been with- 
drawn to' positions further north. This 
may be taken as confirmation of the 
reports from allied sources telling of 
the success of the drive over the high 
ridges which the Teutonic powers hava 
held for the past 18-months or more.
